Provincial Government Not 
Yet Decided Whether 
To Proceed 


Whether the provincial govern- 
ment will proceed with the ap- 
peals in respect to the Debt 
Reduction and Settlement Act and 
the Act bringing about a reduc- 
tion in interest on all provincial 
securities, is still under considera- 
tion by law officers of the crown, 
it was learned on Friday. 

The Debt Reduction and Settle: 
ment Act was declared ultra vices 
by Mr. Justice A, F. Ewing and the 
interest reduction bill by Mr. Jus- 
tice W. C. Ives. 


NOTICE OF APPEAL 

On Thursday the province filed 
a notice of apppeal in respect to 
the bill bringing about a reduction 
of interest on all provincial securi- 
ties. 

This, however, does not necessar- 
ily mean that the appeal wili be 
proceeded with. 

The law provides that an appeal 
can be filed within 20 days after 
the bringing down of a judgment. 

Notice of appeal in the interest 
reduction bill is in well before the 
expiry date 

Any appeal in the Debt Reduc- 
tion and Settlement Act case must 
be filed not later than March 15. 


STILL CONSIDERING

Certainly the Dominion 
Government is showing a new, belated. and very 
welcome disposition to treat reclamation of the 
dry areas as a matter of national importance 
Even the bondmen seem to realize the dry belt 
farmers cannot save these areas without some 
easement of their burdens. 

But neither Governments nor financial 
stitutions have gone the whole way in applying 
remedial measures on the scale they will have to 
be applied to bring success. It is good to know 
the Minister is co-operating with the federal 
authority in the rehabilitation work, and, it may 
be supposed, urging that the work be carried on 
with all practicable speed.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

Those who admire German kultur and think 
how much better Canada would be were it 
placed under a dictatorship, might ponder on the 
rules and regulations of the Nazi concentration 
camps, as published by the Committee on Jus- 
tice for the Victims of Nazism. 

Prisoners in the Nazi concentration camps 
are divided into three categories. More strictly 
the categories represent (1) the mass of the 
unfortunates, and (2 and 3) the graduating 
Classes for release. 

To obtain release from “protective arrest,” 
a prisoner must “first demonstrate by his de- 
meanor and attitude that his protective arrest 
has brought about the desired results.” He must 
net be seen talking to others, or “bawl, or cry 
or behave in an unseemly manner,” or com- 
plain of being sick when the doctor finds him 
to be otherwise. In short, he must show that 
he has been thoroughly cowed into submission 
before he is allowed to be rated as a prisoner of 
the second class. He must continue to show 
perfect conduct as a prisoner for three months 
after being rated as a second class prisoner be- 
fore being raised to the rank of a first-class 
prisoner. 

Release is open to first-class prisoners at the 
end of a further three months’ confinement on 
condition that they have (a) never violated any 
of the camp rules or been placed under arrest; 
(b) that they have changed their attitude in 
favor of National Socialism; (c) renounced 
Marxism, and (d) made out a written list of the 
names of the leaders of their political group 
who have not been captured. 

Any prisoner who is punished with arrest in 
camp is automatically placed back into the 
major mass of prisoners who are there for an 
indeterminate period. He must start again to 
win his way into the two upper classes if he is 
ever to be freed. Arrest is given for a large 
number of offenses, such as, sitting on one's bed 
without permission of the company commander: 
hanging linen in barrack windows; going on 
sick leave without being judged sufficiently ill 
by the camp doctor; “bawling, crying or behav- 
ing in an unseemly manner.” For the Jast named 
offence the punishment is eight days’ confine- 
ment in a cell, sleeping on hard boards, with 
bread and water for four days and warm food 
for the other four days. 

Should a prisoner commit an offence t 
merits solitary confinement, such as answering 
back, he may never get release, as the regula- 
tions specify that “prisoners sentenced to soli- 
tary confinement at any time may never expect 
to be released.” 

The only hope for such an unfortunate is 
that he will be shot or hanged. Camp offences 
for which he may be shot or hanged are, for- 
tunately plentiful. They include any who 


hat 


“harangues his fellow-prisoners, or delivers 
inciting speeches to them in_ barracks, 
spreads true or false stories pertaining to 
the life in the concentration camp, receives 
or communicates to others such information, 
induces others to flee or commit any similar 
crime, refuses to be obedient. or calls upon 
others to act in a like manner, wilfully 
causes a fire or other damage...’ 

In case of doubt the prisoner does not get 
the benefit. The regulations specifically say: 
“In case of doubt, sabotage is presumed.” Yet 
with unbroken spirit, men like Thaelmann and 


Von Ossietzky have fought on for over four 
years. 

Contemplating the awful cruelty of man to 
his victims, it is difficult to keep faith in the 


existence of a merciful ruler of the universe. 

A correspondent from Lacombe wants to 
know why Nazis show such ferocious cruelty to 
the helpless Jews midst. The answer 
is simple; they need a scapegoat and the Jews 
are helpless. 

It is not because they are Jews per se that 
they are persecuted. It is essential that the race 
chosen to be the scapegoat be helpless, other- 
wise the national ego, struggling to build itself 
up again might get another nasty kink put in it. 

The need for a scapegoat seems rooted in 
human nature. In a more flippant moment I 
once suggested that to be the reason a plumber 
always has 2 boy with him. The plumber takes 
it out on the boy; all that is left for the boy to 
do is to take it out on the dog. 

At one time Christians were the scapegoat of 
Says Tertullian: 

“If the inundation of the Nile failed 
give the fields enough water, if the heavens 
did not send rain, if an earthquake occurred, 
if famine threatened, if pestilence raged, the
